Independent Enterprise Is Present 
Status of Venture; Council to Inter- 
/ view ‘‘Board of Spirits.'* 

The , ‘'Ghost,” George Washington’s 
humorous monthly, was suppressed 
Wednesday afternoon when it was put 
on sale, upon advice of President How- 
ard L. Hodgkins. Director of Student 
Activities Bryan Morse notified the ed- 
itor and -business manager of the 
"Ghost” that the sale of the publica- 
tion was to be discontinued and fur- 
ther advertising of the sale stopped. 

According to reports, some 300 
Copies had been printed and disposed 
of within an hour of coming on the 
press. 

Arthur Nall and Albert M usher, ed- 
itor and busmese manager, received 
the following communioation from Di- 
rector Mors*: 

"Upon advice of President Howaid 
L. Hodgkins, 1 hereby notify you that 
the "Ghost” issue forjChristmas is to j 
be suppressed ahd that advertisement ' 
for the* same is to be Immediately dis- 
continued.” f k , 

The "Ghost” was atajted last year 
along the lines of other college humor- 
ous monthly papers. It has been finan- 
cing Itself Independent of student ac- 
tivity funds and was recently turned 
pver to the Student rbuncil to he rec- 
ognized as a regular student activity. 

At a meeting of the Student Council 
Wednesday night there was consider- 
able discussion as to the suppression 
of the "Ghost.” The council decided 
to take no aetion as the, publication 
was not a r^ognized jatiident activity 

The councttl-asked to have the 
the question of the adoption of the 
'•Board of Spirits” appear to talk over 
the question of the adoption ot the 
poblicatlon as a regular activity.
